His 
presence was an inspiration, his loss will be keenly 
felt, and nowhere more than by his employees in the 
Library Department of The Boston ee . 


OUR 1912 ANNUALS 


The Magazine-Subject Index 
The Dramatic Index 


These two Indexes for 1912, bound in one volume 
of 622 pages are now ready for delivery. The passing 
of Poole’s Index (1906) and the Annual Library Index 
to Periodicals (1910), has left a gap in the field which 
we are enabled this year partially to fill. Twenty- 
three new titles are now added, and others will be 
included in 1918. THE MAGAZINE-SUBJECT INDEX 
covers only what is not elsewhere indexed, and is 
especially strong in History, Geography, Travel 
and Out-door Life. THE DRAMATIC INDEX (bound 
as Part II, and also issued separately) includes several 
new titles, and has a very valuable added chapter, 
giving by author the books of the year, also a list 
by author and title of Plays published in 1912. 
Once used, no library can do without this index, as 
the ever-growing interest in Drama makesit a neces- 
sity.

AN ‘‘IDEAL’’ MAGAZINE 


The American Magazine by its recent changes has 
become, according to press notices which it quotes, 
a magazine, ideal in form, and a model for others to 
follow. May we, speaking from a library standpoint, 
and of its physical make-up, differ from this opinion? 
It has become everything that a good magazine 
should not be. 

Its reference usefulness, when bound, will be im- 
paired by an unwieldy size. 

The change of size was made in the middle of a

volume, making correct binding an impossibility. 

Each number pages from page one, including adver- 
tising, making indexing a problem and reference use 
abother. (McClure’s has of late imitated this “‘ideal’”’ 
feature.) 

The advertising matter is now mixed in with the 
text, making it necessary to bind everything. (Mc- 
Clure’s has also adopted this ‘improved’ way of 
advertising.) 

The magazine now has the pages glued to the back, 
so that when prepared for binding (and sometimes 
long before that time) each leaf becomes a unit, and 
overstitching at extra expense is necessary. (World’s 
Work and Everybody's are also samples of this new 
‘“‘pad”’ method of binding.) 

The American having changed from octavo to 
quarto with vol. 75 number 2, has as an afterthought 
hit upon a unique and hitherto untried method of 
issuing its index. Vol. 75, no. 1, has been indexed 
as a part of vol. 74, and should be bound thus, if 
libraries have not-already bound it otherwise. The 
repetition of pages from one on is overcome by the 
use of an asterisk in the index. We wonder what 
next will be done to help us. Why not have the 
pages of each number of various sizes and shapes 
and serve them up loose in a bag, then all the family 
can read at once, and binding will be unnecessary. 
If this idea is adopted, we would also suggest having 
the first paragraphs of the articles printed on the 
bag, telling on what page the continuations may 
be found, thus automatically indexing the issue. 


TITLES AND INDICES 


Shall we get these fastened into our magazines, 
or sent us loose on the completion of a volume? Or 
shall we have to write for them, once or twice, when- 
ever a volume ends? It is evident that most pub- 
lishers and librarians will agree to disagree. We 
are perhaps not surprised to have Life announce 
that there will be no more indexes issued. But we 
are taken aback when the staid Edinburgh Review 
concludes that nobody cares for its indexes any more, 
and so suspends their issue. 


PUBLIC DOCUMENTS 


Vol. 1 of the third edition of the ‘‘Checklist of 
United States Public Documents, 1789-1909” has 
recently been issued by the Government Printing 
Office. It makes a thick volume of 1707 pages, and 
is an approximately complete checklist of all public 
documents issued by the United States during its 
first century anda quarter. Miss Mary A. Hartwell 
in whose charge this book has been compiled deserves 
much credit for the work. Volume 2 will be an index.
